1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1,114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this 
application after final rejection.

3. Claims 29, 33 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Russell (U.S. Pat. No. 2,458,427; 
previously made of record) . 

Russell discloses a tool in the form of a molding die. The 
die comprises a first member (5) and a second member (6) . A 
solid spacer members (7) is coupled to the first and second 
members to thereby form cooling passages (9) . The spacer is 
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attached to the first and second members by a brazen-welded 
connections (see cl . 2, 11. 33-36). 

4. Claim 30 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

5. Claims 31 and 32 are allowed.
